MILLIONS OF CHILDREN FOR ONE-ROOM SCHOOLS 
1904-Twenty 
Ye 


The United States bureau of education directs attention to 
the fact that the country, in spite of all its progress in providing 
school facilities, still has nearly one hundred seventy-five thousand 
1-teacher schools. These are in the rural districts. 
Upon them 
more than 3 1-2 million children are depending for their early 
training. 
Most of these schools are in charge of teachers w ho\ 
are poorly trained or inexperienced, or both. Often the teachers 
are underpaid- and the schools have little or no equipment. 
That condition is one of the outstanding educational problems 
America. It is unfair to the children whom it affects. It helps 
•ive bows and girls away from the farm and to hold back the I 
d districts. The problem, however, is not so acute as it once 
s. 
Consolidation of schools, with better buildings and better 
•chers has made progress in practically every state. Continued j 
ideation of that remedy is needed. But the bureau of education 
t^pfains that other moves are necessary also. 
It is shown that 
some districts are so sparsely populated that support of a cohob­ 
ated school is impossible. 
These must continue to depend for 
some time on the 1-teacher establishment. This type of school 
in the hapds of a competent teacher is declared to have certain 
advantages. 
The least that can be done, therefore, is to make 
the 1-teacher school as efficient as possible wherever it must be 
retained.* Only by equalization of school opportunities can the 
dfTldren receive a square deal.—K. C. Star.

The inauguration of General Plutarco Elias Calles as Presi­ 
dent of Mexico is by way of being a significant point in the his­ 
tory of that country. It is the first time in more than forty years 
th at a legally elected Chief M agistrate has peacefully turned over 
his power to another just as legally elected. 
In plainer terms 
Calles did not fight a war with Obregon to get the presidency. But 
it can scarcely be said that the old tradition has been utterly 
overthrown. The election of Calles was accompanied by a revolu­ 
tion, ju st as were the others. 
The principal difference is that, 
whereas the leaders of the other revolutions were victorious, and 
gained the presidency, De la Huerta was beaten by Obregon last 
spring. 
It might be unkind to say so, but De la Huerta would 
probably iK)t regard the election of Calles as entirely a peaceful 
proceeding. Still, it is something that one Mexican President in 
forty years was able to beat a revolutionary movement- and, unlike 
his predecessors, transm it his power to a man of his own choosing. 
If Calles can do the same thing six years hence, revolutionists 
become discouraged.
